Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As pointed out by the Applicants in the Remark that the cited prior art (Raje et al. 
[5,881,260] and Grafe et al. [5,226,13 1]) taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in 
combination with the other claimed limitations, a fetching unit configured to fetch instruction 
packets one by one, wherein each instruction packet has fixed bit length and includes a plurality 
of instructions, wherein each instruction has a boundary information bit, a value of which 
indicates whether the instruction should be processed together with a succeeding instruction; 
and an execution unit configured to process an instruction contained in a certain instruction 
packet and another instruction contained in a succeeding instruction packet in parallel based on 
the value of the boundary information bit, wherein at least one of the instruction packets includes 
instructions which are processed sequentially, and wherein the value of the boundary 
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information bit is determined by the compiler during static parallel scheduling as recited in the 
independent claim 49.
